In the intérests of greater safety, the 
Alberta Motor Association plans to in- 
vestigate highway engineering aspects 
in this province. 

A special committee is to make *ho 
inquiry and will commence its work 
without delay. Approval of this step 
was given at a meeting of the board 
of directors, helq in Calgary recently. 

From various quarters, there have 
been suggestions that the curvature it. 
some sections of the main highways is 
sufficient to cause road accidents. It is 
said that this curvature should be les- 
sended and more in accordance witb 
standard road building practice. 

Other subjects for investigation will 
be the need of a wider gravelled shoulg 
er on main highways, the question of 
highway gradients and furthermore 
the possibility that the intense black 
of “black-top” counteracts the efficient 
operation of car headlights.

U.S. Must Arm Now 
A ainst S oviet Threat . 
Bullitt Holds | 


Now ruling 800 million of the world's 
people, as compared with 170 million in 
1939, Stalin is well advanced toward 
this ultimate goal—the contro! of | the 
entire human race, Time is running 
against the West, and will so continue 
until ‘we realize that Stalin will never 
stop, but can only be stopped. So warns 
William C, Bullitt,’ former U.8. Am- 
bassador to the Soviet Union, writing 
An the July Reader’s Digest. 

In an article condensed from a re- 
‘cent address at Georgetwon University 
Mr. Bullitt appraises the forces which 
teuld now be brought to bear against 
Russia, and finds them inadéquate for 
defense. The world balance of power 
is swinging rapidly in favor of ‘the 
Soviet Union, he.says. The whole of 
Western Europe is without defense. Its 
cities cannot be protected against Sov- 
fet atom bombs except with the help 
of the U.S. air force, which today is 
not strong enough for the task: To op- 
pose 125 Soviet divisions the French 
have six, the British one, the Belgians 
one. 


Bullitt sees U.S. military strength 
falling behind the growing might of 
Stalin, and the Soviet atom-bomb 
threat to American homes increasing 
daily. The Uniteq States has no radar 
warning ‘net to detect enemy planes 
and only, a fraction of the number of 
pursuit planes needed to make effect- 
ive use of a warning net. Stalin has 
350 long-range bombers capable of 
reaching any spot in North America, 
and a total air force outnumbering 
that of the U.S. by three to ohe. 
Against his 126 divisions the U.S. has 
ten; thirty of Russia's divisions are 
armored, against America’s three. In

Artificial respiration has been known 
to be successful on an apparently 
drowned person who had been under 
water for as long as half an hour, says 
an editorial in the current issue of 
Health, official magazine of the Health 
League pf Canada. 

The editorial stresses the importance 
of widespread knowledge of artificial 
respiration, and comments that in this 
connection “apparently people forget 
very easily.” 

It is emphasized that “some years 
ago Health called attention to the 
supreme importance of a widespread 
knowledge of artificial respiration if 
death by drowning is to be prevented. 
Nine hundred deaths in a single year 
is a tragic tact because drowning 
necessary.” Some of these deaths 
might have been prevented if people 
gnerally had known what to do when 
& person appeared to be drowned. 

Properly applied artfficial respira- 
tion might save some lives this sum- 
mer, states Health which then goes on 
to explain that artificial respiration 
should be started immediately the ap 
parently drowned person is taken from 
the water. It should be kept up con- 
tinuously for a minimum of four hours

arately, but which are too often bulked into one whole. 
The questions may be generalized into two words — 
“whether” and “how”. ' 

In the first place we must decide whether we wish to or 
can afford to export gas. The first consideration in this regard 
is to make certain that the export of gas will not eat into our 
available resources to such an extent that we may not be 


left with a sufficient supply for our own domestic and indus- . 


trial purposes. The various deals into which Canada has 
entered in the past — mostly in the form of territorial conces- 
sions should serve as a warning. The future is very hard to 
estimate. There was a time when the Canadian Government 
thought it a good stroke of business to turn over an immense 
slice of our “prairie wilderness” to the C.P.R. in exchange for 
their building the first transcontinental railway. The future 
prospects of Alberta may at the moment be nearly as obscure 
as the future of the prairies was at that time. Obviously we 
must use a great deal of thought not only in making cer- 


-tain that what (in our best judgment) might be considered 


adequate supplies are available for any future requirements, 
’ ‘but also that we do not enter into a too-long termed agreement 
which might be difficult to adjust when conditions required 
an adjustment. — 

Personally we entertain little apprehension that any firm 
will choose to establish a factory on the west coast of the United 
States rather than in Alberta, simply bechused.mos  oowe 
gas is available in that area. Firstly it takes more than merely 
the availability of gas to lead to such a decision, and secondly, 
there is every possibility that gas from some U.S. source will 
be made available if Alberta’s is not. The objections on this 
count seem to be founded upon an idea that if Alberta gas is 
piped out of the province it will no longer be available in the 
province. This definitely should not be the case, and will not 
be the case, if those in charge of our resources use reasonable 
intelligence. Moreover, Alberta gas will be available in Al- 
berta at much better rates than at the other end of the pipe- 
line. 
One feature that we must not lose sight of is the fact that 
for a number of years we depended on imports of crude oil 
from the United States to bolster up our own supply and keep 
our cars, trucks and tractors in operation. If we are now poss- 
essed of overample quantities of natural gas, it would appear 
reci that we should make some of it available to the 
United States . ;; but at a price! Here again the advisability 
of export depends to no small extent on the amount of revenue 
that we as a province are to receive from the sale of our gas. 
Here we can well afford to sit tight and hold out. for whatever 
we consider right. 

The other ‘side of the question is the “how” angle, and 
here again there are many important considerations. . Public 
ownership of the pipeline facilities may be the ideal, or may 
not. Actually it abhn 9 
to make sure of its. revenue from the sale of the gas rather 
than from its distribution. Public ownership of utilities is very 
fine in theory, but has often proven a little questionable in 
practise, and it would look like a nice neat proposition for the 


province if it could make its collections without entering the — 


industry, even:as it now does with oil and timbering. 


Unfortunately this will mean that the financiers who are 
building the pipeline will cash in on some of the profits, and 
there may be reasonable objection to such, particularly if the 
profits are unreasonably high. However, we.appear to have 
rather inadequate evidence at the moment to indicate that Al- 
berta might receive a very handsome reward for its construc- 
tion and control of such a pipeline. ; 

We must not overlook, also, the fact that a great deal 
of pressure os being brought to bear upon our governments 
by highly paid lobbyists in efforts to obtain not only the rights 
for the pipeline, but also favorable terms for the purchase of 
the gas, ~ 

These are points that all should consider before making 
be well considered if they are to receive the attention of those 
be well conisdered if they are to receive the attentions of those 
to whom we send them.

Here is a word that will stand re- 
peating. It has the inspiration of cour- 
age and independence, the will to 
create rather than the will to appro- 
priate. We have had many examples 
in the past few years of governments’ 
taking over the 
other men, We have been asked to be- 
lieve that this is a forward step, bene- 
ficial to the people as a whole. Some- 
times we have accepted this judge- 
‘ment, because it is sugar-coated with 
some supposed personal advantage. 
But in it are the seeds of discourage-~ 
ment, the loss of initiative and daring 
and, in the end, the death of progress. 


Let us not talk in terms of big bus- 
iness, because that is too easily con- 
fused with arguments about wages and 
work-hours and profits and benefits. 
Let us talk rather of the small man in 
whose heart enterprise has its begin- 
nings; the shopkeeper with his two or 
three clerks, the plumber, the garage- 
man, the armer and the thousand and 
one small undertakings where the am- 
bition and industry and foresight and 
the unstinted effort of one than have 
created an opportunity or two or three 
others who together serve a commun- 
ity faithfully. This is free enterprise, 
the term that we like to confuse with 
great plants and huge’ payrolls and 
vast resources, It is the unrestricted 
work of thousands of individual men, 
men with ideas and energy and the 
will to do a good job even if it is only 
a matter of fixing a leaky tap or en- 
couraging a reluctant furnace, or mak- 
ing two blades of grass grow where 
only one grew before. Try to find 
something wrong with that, if you can, 
but that is free enterprise and most of 
the world’s progress has sprung from 
this enterprise of seemingly unimport- 
ant men.

Ants, Aphids and

Dandelions 

Three sources of annoyance to many 
gardeners just now ar® ants, aphids, 
and dandelions.. There is no need to let 
McCalla, ' 
Supervisor of Horticulture, since meth 
ods of control are readily available. 

Ants can best be controlleq by fum- 
igation. All that is needed is a little | 
carbon bisulphide, which can be pur- 
chased in liquid form from your drug- 
gist. The next step is to poke ai few 
ant nest and pour a little carbon bi- 
The holes are 
then covered and the evaporating gas 
penetrates the colony ,and kills the 
ants. Another way to destroy ants is 
to scatter DDT, Pyrethrum, or a com- 
bination of the two where the ants are 
thickest, 


For aphic control, nicotine sulphate 
(black leaf 40) remains one of the best 
poisons for this purpose. Just follow 
the directions on the container and 
spray the under sides of the leaves, 
making sure that the spray comes in 
contact with the Insects. Another way 
to kill aphids is to use a pyrethrum, 
derris, or rotenone compound. Make 
sure that the powder comes into direct 
contact with the insect. Aphid control 
Bhould be started just as soon as the 
pests are noticed, Otherwise, they mul- 
tiply rapidly and may become se num- 
erous that they will be difficult to con 
trol. 


With the introduction of 2-4-D the 
destruction of dandelions is no longer 
the problem that it used to be. A little 
care is the answer. Spraying should be 
done on a calm ‘day so that none of the 
spray drifts on to flowers, shrubs, or 
[vegetables growing near by. Again fol- | 
low the directions on the container. If 
properly done 1 or 2 applications are ! 
usually sufficient for the season.

med the sweet clover weevil must be 
controlled. 

W. Lobay, Supervisor of Crop Pro- 
tection, Alberta Department of Agri- 
culture, advises that.one way to con- 
trol this insect is to till the 
shallowly in late July immediately af- 
ter removal of the sweet clover hay 
crop. This exposes the developing 
beetle (larvae and pupae) to the drying 
effects of sun and air. Up to 90% of 
the weevil population can be destroy- 
ed by this method. In addition to con- 
trolling the weevil the land received a 
partial summerfallow. 

The use of DDT and.some of the 
newer insecticides such as Chlordane, 
and Toxaphene has given good results 
in killing the weevil and checking mi- 
gration. A leaflet outlining suggested 
methods of cultural and chemical con- 
trol has been prepared by Mr. Lobay 
and is now available on request from 
the Field Crops Branch, Alberta De- 
partment of Agriculture, Badmonton.

Mr. Ker noted that delegates had

tinent, he said, the limitations imposed 
on the press by governments were less 
real than those caused by “strikes call- 


ed in defiance of our laws.”: 

A strike which blacked out a news- 
| paper, he said, was “the very antithe- 
|sis of freedom of the press.” 


The first thing aspirants to totalit- 
j}arian government, would do would be 
|/to black out the press. All the machin- 
ery for that process existed now, 

“Much of the evil of these times.” 
Mr. Ker added, “proceeds from labor 
departments of government.” They 
were “nothing but a rendezvous for 
vote-seeking politicians and favor- 
seeking pressure groups.” 

An illegal strike might be called but, 
while machinery existed to give re- 
dress to injureq publishers, it was not 
exercised, 

Mr. Ker said the rank and file of 
newspaper employees had as great a 
responsibility as the publisher. When 
they strung a picket line around a 
newspaper, they were deserting their 
posts, That applied, as well, to those 
who yielded to a picket line.

% cup ground raw carrot 

2 tablespoons chopped celery. 

Grind bologna, add the other ingre- 
dients and mix well.

For the sandwich which is to have 
a hot filling ‘try hot meat loaf with 
chili sauce or hot sausages with apple 
sauce and see if the family doesn’t wel 
come this change in diet. 

_To most housewives the french- 
toasted sandwich is something new 
and different. The home economists of 
the Consumer Section, Canada De- 
partment of Agriculture give these sug 
gestions.

Using a large cooky cutter, cut 
rounds from % inch slices of bread 
spreaq with softened butter, Cut the 
centres from half these rounds with a 
small cooky cutter, Spread the full 
rounds of bread generously with chop- 
ped chicken and celery, moistened with 
salad dressing (or any other suitable 
filling). Top with the doughnut-like 
circles of bread and fill the centres 
with sliced pickles or small onions. 
Spread the small rounds with a nippy 
cheese and serve separately. These 
sandwiches would be just right for the 
next canasta or bridge party.

QUESTION—A baby boy was born 
to us on the 12th of January and as 
this is our first child what steps are 
nécessary to obtain Family Allowances 
on his behalf? , 


NEW MOTHER 


ANSWER—It is necessary to file 
with the Regional Director in your Cap 
ital City, a Family Allowances registra 
tion form completed in all details and 
signed by both parents. These forms 
may be obtained at all Post Offices and 
District Registrar of Vital Statistics 
Offices and in all hospitals where there 
are maternity wards. A letter of en- 
quiry cannot be considered as a regis- 
tration under the terms of the Family 
Allowances Act. 

QUESTION—My eldest boy age 14 
has not been attending school for the 
last three months because he thinks he 
is getting-too big to go to school, I am 
informed that his family allowances 
will be cut off. Is this correct? 

TROUBLED, 

ANSWER—Yes - in order to be elig 
ible for Family Allowances a child of 
achool age must be in attendance at 
schdol. or receive equivalent training. 
or in the alternative must be excused 
attendance by the Provincial school 
authorities. 

QUBESTION—We hada baby girl 
born on the 10th of November 1949 and 
the first payment of Family Allowance 
we received was for the month of Feb- 
ruary 1950. Why did I not receive Fam- 
ily Allowances for the months of Dec- 
ember 1949 and January 1950. I did not 
forward a registration form because 
I had mislaid my Family Allowance 
serial number. 

MOTHER 

ANSWER—The Family Allowances 
Act provides that payment of allowan- |. 
ces may only be made in the month fol 
lowing registration, with the proviso 
that i¢ the registration form is . filed 
with the Regional Director in your 
Capital City within thirty days of the 
date, of birth the first payment will 
commence in the month following birth 
It is not necessary to insert the serial 
number on the registration form as 
this is readily available at the Regional! 
‘Office. As your registration form was 
not filed until January the first pay- 
ment to which you would be entitled 
would be for the month of Feb. 1950

Dairymen Commended 


The Honourable D. A. Ure, Minister 
of Agriculture, commends the . Dairy 
Farmers of Canada on their decision 
to initiate an advertising campaign to 
advance the consumption of dairy pro 
ducts In Canada. “This is a worthwhile 
and commendable undertaking”, says 
Mr. Ure. 

“It is gratifying to me that producers 
themselves are taking some action to 
enlarge the market for their own pro- 
ducts and thus to improve their own 
welfare. Such action is preferable to 
the alternative that has so often been 
followed of relying upon governmental 
action to take care of the surplus pro- 
duct or to protect an industry. 

“The Dairy Farmers of Canada are 
very well aware of the fact that while 
only about 6% of the total milk pro- 
duced in Canada is exported, this small 
quantity very largely determines the 
price at which all milk consumed in 

nada is sold. Any increase in the 
consumption of milk in Canada will re 
duce the exportable surplus and so 
, benefit Canadian producers.” 
| Mr. Ure pointed out that furtds for 
'the June Advertising Set-Aside Cam- 
| paign were being raised by contribu- 
tions from the producers themselves. 
| Tats is being done by setting aside one 
}cent per pound of butterfat sold during 
}the month of June. The contribution 
will not be burdensome inasmuch as it 
|} will not amount to more than twenty- 
boty or thirty cents per cow. The meth- 
}od of securing the funds is both 
unique and commendable. 
| The Minister expressed gratification 
| that dairymen in every province in 
Canada are participating whole-heart- 

* in the Set-Aside Campaign. He 
| stated that he understood every man- 
jufacturer in the Province of Alberta 
| has agreed to cooperate with the Dairy 
| Farmers by collecting the set-aside for
